Our San Francisco Letter. 

[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF COLONIST.] 

San Francisco, Juno 27, 1876. 

On all sides are heard the notes of 
preparation for tho groat live days' 
celebration of tho Fourth of July. 
From the activity displayed in official 
quarters, and the unusual interest ex- 
hibited by our citizens genorally, the 
coming Fourth promises to be cele- 
brated in a style of magnificence cred- 
itable to the city. Nearly, if not quite, 
all the orders, benevolent, tomper- 
anco.military^nd other organizations, 
will be represented in tho ranks of the 
grand procession; while tho prepara- 
tions going forward indicate that there 
■will bo a display of bunting and other 
decorations on the streets and from 
buildings, such as tho eye has never 
behold, and which will bring joy to the 
heart of the patriot. One of tho lead- 
ing features of tho occasion will bo the 
sham naval engagement, which will 
take place on tho 3d, when the boom- 
ing of cannon, tho bursting of shells, 
the sinking of a ship, and all that per- 
tains to war on tho soas, will bo wit- 
nessed. It is estimated that at least 
40,000 people will visit the city during 
the celebration, and arrangements are 
being perfected for their eomfortablo 
entertuinmoat at tho usual hotel rates. 

The prospects of tho State continue 
to brighten as tho season advances. 
Our immense whoat crop (and Califor- 
nia wheat is acknowledged to bo tho 
best in the world, and its hard, dry 
condition the most admirable for ship- 
ping) is now beyond all danger. Our 
wino and fruit prospects aro of the 
most encouraging character, while our 
mining interests aro continually grow- 
ing in extent and richness.

It can bo bought of East- 
ern brokers — in fact, bids aro invited 
from our banks and brokers by East- 
ern speculators, for silvor, deliverable 
in New York, payable in gold coin. 

Tho Mint in this city now has on 
hand, for shipment East, 10,580,000 
ton-cent pieces, aggregating §1,058,- 
000. A defect in coiuago renders it 
necessary that tho pieces should be 
rowoighed boforo they will bo accept- 
ed by tho Government.

War Commenced. 



The Servians hnvo crossed the fron- 
tier into Turkoy.nud the Montenegrins 
have invaded Herzegovina. From 
these acts of open hostility it would 
seem that the long-delayed Eastern 
war has commenced, and that Russian 
designs, on Turkey are about to be de- 
veloped. The "Pall Mall Gazette" 
takes a gloomy view of the crisis, 
from the tone of public sontirnent " in 
Great Britain which,-' it" thinks, is 
averse to engaging in n war, that 
threatens British civilization.. The 
news from the East for the next few 
weeks will be fraught with great inter- 
est. Does it not Btrike Government 
and people that in the event of war 
between Great Britian and Russia 
Victoria City and the Esquimalt dock- 
yard (which contains stores ai?d mu- 
nitions of immense value) and Naiiai- 
mo with her vast coal resources are 
singularly unprotected with only the 
gunboat Rocket in port? H. M. S. 
Amethyst is on her way North from 
San Francisco, it is true; but there are 
two Russian frigates at San Fran- 
cisco and a large Russian fleet in the 
China Sea. There was never a time in 
the history of this Province when the 
war vessels were so remote from the 
point where their presence would be 
most required in case of ' 
the present. 

The Vice Regal Visit. 

A day or two ago wo tried to point out 
to our readers how we conceived that the 
viait of Earl Dufferin might he turned to 
the advantago of tho country iu bringing 
about a better understanding between 
Canada and Columbia. All will admit 
that the ties that bind us to the Dominion 
are of a very weak and uncertain charac- 
ter, and anything that will tend to 
strengthen those ties ought to bo hailed 
with satisfaction by tho people of both 
sections. We say "ought to be;" but wo 
greatly fear that any fitep calculat- 
ed to bring about a good under- 
standing between tho East and West 
would meet with opposition at tho hands 
of a small party composed of men who 
have been ever ready to fan tho rlame of 
popular discontent, and who "advised" 
Mr. Walkem until thoy politically ruinod 
him. We aro not surprised that such 
men should seek to make "wounds bl 
afresh." Agitation and misrepresentation 
are the stock in trade of all demagogues, 
who ever regard with disfavor any proposal 
calculated to compose the public mind. 
We say that if Earl Dufferin's visit will 
tend to bring about a good understand 
ing between Canada and Columbia 
and tone down tho acerbities of tem- 
per that both sides have exhibit- 
ed in tho controversy he ought to be 
doubly-welcomed to our shores, (heart- 
ily welcome ho will bo, in any 
case) . Is it treason to say this much ? Is 
it evidence of a Eervilo nature to express 
the hope that through mutual concessions 
and forbearance a union may bo consum- 
mated that is now little more than a union 
innamo? Every man who intends to 
make Columbia his homo ought to be 
willing to assist to tho extent of his power 
in furthering that good object, and the 
real traitors aro thoso who, in the interest 
of a dofunct party at tho Eaut, are seeking 
to prevent a satisfactory settlement. 
What camo of tho old terms agi- 
tation two and a half years ago ? Why 
the very men who now opposo a settle- 
ment of tho national differences woro tho 
first to throw up their caps in support of 
relaxed terms whicli they declared they 
would rathor spill thoir heart's blood than 
accept. Like bob Acre's courage their 
"heart's blood" oozed out at their finger's 
ends when they were brought face to faco 
with the crisis their bad language and 
worse advice had precipitated. And all 
tho while they were blustering about tho 
"rights of our Buffering country" they were 
plunging the country head over oars in 
dobt to what they were pleased to cull 
"our enemy" and drinking green-seal 
champagne at public expense. In the ap- 
proaching visit of Earl Dufforin Colum- 
bia may have another opportunity pre- 
sented for au amicable settlement of the 
difficulty. Wo believe that both sec- 
tions have misunderstood each other -not 
wilfully, perhaps; but too much attention 
has been paid to bluster and "hill talk." 
The ailly cry of secession raised at Vic- 
toria in 187-i did not damage thn credit of 
tho Dominion (as it was hoped it would) 
in London; but it smashed tho credit of 
this Provinco there and rendered the dis- 
posal of debentures by Mr. Walkem impos- 
sible. Who would lend money to a Province 
thatthreatcnotl to part with the only securi- 
ty it had to offer for tho loan V It i.s to warn 
bailies and braggarts against a repetition 
of tho blunders of 1871 that wo now write. 
It i- all very well to talk of "demanding" 
thif, that or the other thing from Canada, 



hut oxoept tho Province is proparod to go 
to the last extremity in support of her 
demands, how will thoy bo enforced? Wo 
bolievo that thorp is no difference oust- 
ing botwoen tho two sections that is not 
BU'Bcopfcible of an amienblo arrangement; 
and we beliovo, too, that if .Earl Dufferin 
be coming in the character of a paoiflca* 
tor every man in tho Provinco who 
has not some siuistor objoct to serve by 
keeping alivo tho misunderstanding will 
be ready to meet him halfway. What wo

The intelligence of tho escape of "Por- 
tugese Joe," tho alleged assailant of a 
followcoimtrynum at Granville, Burraru 
Inlet, is a serious matter. From most ro- 
liublo information in our position wo 
lea.ru that although there is a constable 
stationed at Granvillo the accused man 
was at largo from Saturday afternoon, 
when tho shooting took place, till Sunday 
ovoniug, when he disappeared. Tho act 
was committed in broad daylight and tho 
wounded mail walked past several houses 
before his condition attracted attention 
and he was taken in. Dr. Molunis hap- 
pened to be at Granville with tho Domin- 
ion Day excursionists from Nanaimo; he 
examiued tho wound and prondunoed it 
mortal. The wounded man then made a 
dying deposition as to tho circumstances 
connected with tho shooting and made his 
will. Tho constable is said to have been 
awaro of tho gravity of the case; and tho 
only step ho took was to employ u man 
from tho logging-camp to watch "Joe's" 
houso, whilu "Joe" coutiuued to sell 
goods all day Sunday and down to the 
very momentwhen ho took his departurfl. 
Why tho culprit was not arrested and 
lodged in gaol will he a question that tho 
constable will be required to answer his 
superior officers: but all good citizens 
must deplore the fact that the majesty of 
the law is entrusted to such weak hands 
to maintain at Granville.

Have Public School Teach- 
ers any Rights? 

Editor Colonist: —It will not have 
faded from tho memories of yourself 
and your readers that only a year or 
two since a qualified, painstaking and 
successful teacher was driven from his 
post over the Oedar Hill school by the 
malignant hostility of ono trustee — 
now, happily, no longer a resident. 
But, unhappily, either his mantlo has 
fallen on othors, or there must lie a 
kind of malaria in that district which 
attacks trustees only ; for wo find at- 
tempts aro boiug made to forco tho 
present teacher to resign. Now, soe- 
ing that the toucher is a married man, 
with a family dopoiulont on him, to 
whom oither forced idlonoss or remov- 
al to a distant school would bo simply 
ruinous; that ho holds a first class B. 
'lortificate; that tho Superintendent 
characterizes his school as "efiioiontly 
conducted;" and that tho trusteo who 
now threatens to bo his most relentless 
opponent admits that ho i;i a good 



teacher, I would ask— nay, I demand 
in defense of our rights as teachers— 
whether mojo weighty roasoiiB must 
not bo given for his removal than the 
caprice of any trusteo, though ho wero 
as wise as Solomon ? What! Is it to 
be homo that a workingumn's supply 
of broad for himself and family Is to 
ho cut off; his character maligned; his 
prospects blighted — for every forced 
resignation is a stigmaon his character, 
which will require years of usefulness to 
obliterate-— because he has perhaps tiod- 
don on tho corns of somo littlo-great man, 
or wounded tho vanity of some ono vosted 
with a littlo brief authority V "And now 
it shall appear," said Sancho 1 Panza, 
"v> bother T have a head to govorn'a who}e 
kingdom." Authority, do'I'say? Author- 
ity to'do what '! So far as it affects tho 
tuacher, tho law invests tho trustoes with 
authority "to visit tho school from timo 
to timo to see that it is conducted accord- 
ing to tho authorized regulations; that no 
unauthorized books are used; that pupils 
are duly supplied with these; and .with 
power of dismissal of the teacher for rea- 
sons satisfactory to tho Board of Educa- 
tion." But they aro not appointed judges 
of tho teacher's. efficiency. That holongs, 
and very properly so, to tbo only person 
qualified to form n just estimate, namely, 
tho Superintendent of Education. 

Indirectly, no doubt, they ure iuvostod 
with the right to seo that the teacher at- 
tends regularly and punctually to his du- 
ties and that his morals are unimpeach- 
able; but it was a movement in tho wrong 
direction to invobt thoin with the j)owor 
to hire, and still worse, with even tho re - 
stricted power to dismiss n teacher, as it 
practically onablos any ono trusteo tore 
lain tho services of a teacher utterly un- 
qualified, or to secure, by pertinacious 
opposition, the dismissal of another in 
every way qualified ; for even in a littlo 
knot of three men one is ofteu to be 
found weak enough to be tho willing 
tool of a second. 

If our Government wishes to retain 
good teachers iu the Province it must le- 
gislate to secure them in their position. 
If they arc qualified and successful, why 
should anyono havo tho power to dismiss 
them except for misconduct, for thoy 
cannot succeed if unqualified or lazy V 
At any rate it has become imperatively 
necessary that thoy bo • secured from 
capricious dismissal. One of Them.

Latk returns brought before the En- 
glish Parliament show that in tho United 
Kingdom last year there wero 27,515 per- 
sons licensed to brew beer, 2,(i'J'J of them 
representing tho great brewing interest , 
24,846 being victuallers and retailors who 
brow their own boer. Tho latter class is 
found in England alone. Tho 2,099 large 
brewers used in the year -17, 090,000 bush- 
els of malt, while the numerous small 
brewers used 10,638,000 bushels. 2s'o few- 
er than 142,865 persons wero licensed to 
retail beer. The malt mado and paying 
duty in tho same year amounted to 58,- 
139,52'J bushels, yielding to the tax-gath- 
erer X7,iShI,37S; and as brewers' licenses 
brought in £154,600, boer contributed to 
tho national exchequer £8,348,5^0, or 
about one-eighth of the imperial revenuo. 
A return, tho last of a series which bears 
the name of Mr. Bass, shows tho 
progress made during the iivo years 
1871-75 in tho consumption of malt, wine 
and spirits. Tho results testify that tho 
drinking capacity of the nation has suf- 
fered no deterioration. In 1H75 there 
wero 50,425,000 bushels of malt on which 
duty was paid, against 49,049,000 bushels 
in 1871 -an increase of 7,876,000 bushels. 
Foreign wine imported and taken for 
homo uso amounted to 17,240,000 gallons, 
against 16,140,000 gallons in 1871 , on in- 
crease of 1,1(10,(100 gallons; this was en- 
tirely due to the Englirh consumers. In 
duty-paid colonial and foreign spirits the 
respective quantities wero 11,853,000 gal- 
lons, against 8,927,000 gallons — an in- 
crease <>f 2, 926, Olio gallons. At the same 
time the increase of British spirits ro- 
tained for homo consumption was nearly 
6,000,000 gallons, tho quantity taken in 
1875 being 30,106,000 gallons, ogainst24,- 
164,000 gallons in 1871. Wo have snid 
nothing of tho intervening years with 
those noted, but thoy disclose for malt, us 
for wine and spirits, steady development. 
Tho export trade in beer in 1875 amount- 
ed to 515,811 barrels, of tho declared val- 
ue of £2,181,284. Our best customers aro 
British India, tho Australian Colonies, and 
tho United .States.

The Austrian ex-Liencral 
Stratuiurovitch has boon appointod sec- 
ond iu command of the Servian corps at 
Aicxiout/.. 

BiJcu-uuisT, July 3.— Prince Charles of 
Ttouiuania opened au extraordinary ses- 
sion of Chambers to-day. In his speech 
from ttio throne he says, "An Imperial 
treaty guarantees tho neutrality of Rou- 
mani'a." The Prince expresses tho hope 
that external troubles will stop at the 
frontier as long as Roumanil observes 
neutrality. 

Bhujhade, July 3. —The Servian army 
yesterday commenced to reconnoitre the 
southeastern frontier, and it is reported 
that thoy occupied some important strate- 
gical positions on Turkish territory. A 
slight skirmish has occurred without re- 
suit. 

Vienna , July — Official intelligence 
from Belgrade says tho Servians crossed 
the frontier yesterday at three poiuls, Tho 
places aro not mentioned, but from tho 
positiou of their forces it may be presum- 
ed tho points aro Alexinatz. aud some 
points on the Drona. 

Simult-.noousy .Dalmatia telegraphs that 
the Prince of Montenegro led his army in- 
to Herzegovina yesterday. 

LoNitoN.July 2. —Tho Pall Mall Gazelle 
to-day conclude j a gloomy leader on war 
as follows: "It is to boa war of race and 
religion. This is what thoy uro trying to 
make of it in Kossia. This conception of 
it will bj instilled into tho minds 
of the vassal population of Turkey who 
aro not likely to faint or want of stimu- 
lants. It will be so regarded in Turkey 
und as such it is hailed by sympathizers 
in our own country. We regard this out- 
look with apprehension and dislike. 
Nothing at present gives us more concern 
thau tho prospect upon which we have 
already entered of seeing in England a 
division of opinion and sentiment to 
which the clashing of sympathy for North 
or South during tho American war was as 
nothing. Whatever government rules in 
England should receive steady and sober 
support from all sides; but already min- 
isters nro threatened with tampering en- 
thusiasts who explicitly declare them- 
selves ready to socriuce our safety in tho 
cast rather thau that England should 
shame herself by being anyway in oppo- 
sition to such an enterprise as tho de- 
struction of Turkey. How civilization is 
to bo advanced by wars which imperil 
civilization like our own when spread 
over half tho world is not a question 
which these particular enthusiasts of hu- 
manity aro likely to consider."

'OUll QUESTS. 

I am in n double senso a guest— a 
guost of tho Convention this evening, 
and ft guest, as a Canadian, of tho 
American community in which I am 
for tho time residing. And finding 
myself in presence of an audience of 
cultivated and intelligent Americans, 
many of whom havo opportunities of 
influencing public opinion while some 
of them, L boliovo, havo control as 
editors or proprietors ovor powerful 
organs, J feel tomptcd to say a word 
about tho relations botwoon this coun- 
try and the country to which i belong. 
1 do not refer to thoir political rela- 
tions, nor shall I presume to raiso tho 
veil which rests ovor our political fu- 
ture. I refer to the relations of amity 
and good feeling. Canada, I suspect, 
is a country about which tho mass of 
tho American people, and even tho 
majority of American statesmen, know 
little and caro littlo, about which, 
being absorbod by their own great 
quostions.thoy havo not much inform- 
ation, and hardly think it worth their 
while to obtain more. A friend of mine 
v,-as walking away with a member of 
your Senate from a debate on some 
i&Kiuiu ., \ kail*!, 



question relating to Canadian affairs, 

and the Senator succinctly summed 
up his views and scuLiiuonts on the 
subject by the simple remark, '"Wolh 
d— those ' Canucks any way/ Pro- 
bably ho summed up the views 
and Seutimonts of othor American 
politicians besides himself. But Can- 
ada Hatters herself that this is an in- 
adequate account of tho matter, and 
that she merits more attention at the 
hands of those who guide tho policy 
of tho American Republic. Sho is a 
great country, though inferior in pop- 
ulation aud in cultivable area to yours. 
Sho lies all along your northern fron- 
tier, separated from you merely by a 
treaty lino, not by any great barrier of 
nature. She contains four millions of 
inhabitants, mostly of tho saino race 
as yourselves, and liko yourselves es- 
sentially citizens of the" Now World, 
whatever differences there may bo in 
the form of our institutions. Her 
oommorce is intimately connected with 
yours, so is her railway system, and 
her coinage corresponds to yours, 
though it has a different imago and 
superscription, In intellectual aud 
educational interests v/o are closely 
united ; and I do not feel that by be- 
ing a Canadian I forfeit my interest in 
Cornoll University or American edu- 
cation. It is impossible that the gon- 
erril destinies of tho two countries 
should not bo closely bound up with 
each othor, whatever their political 
relations now or in tho future may be. 
It is impossible that tho disposition 
of the Canadian people and thoir feel- 
ing towards the United States should 
not bo matters of great practical im- 
portance to tho American Republic 
and her statesmen. Yet this consi- 
deration is sometimes overlooked and 
Canada is estranged by acts or omis- 
sions wearing an aspect of unfriendli- 
ness, of which, perhaps, those from 
whom they emanate are hardly con- 
scious, but which leave a deep impres 
sion on the minds of tho Canadian 
people. It should bo remembered 
that to tho less powerful nation an 
injury, or tho semblance of an injury, 
alwuyB.carries with it the appearance 
of insult. Tho less powerful nation 
fancies that it is treated with harshness 
or disrespect becauso it can be so 
treated with impunity. I am not re- 
ferring so much to great wrongs, as to 
those little offenses and slights, pro- 
ceeding, perhaps, more from careless- 
ness than anything else, which often 
produce a disproporlioned resentment 
in the case of nations as in the caso of 
men. I do not wish to revive so un- 
pleasant a memory of tho past ns tho 
question' of tho Fenian raids. I know 
the diffici ltios under which your Gov- 
ernment laboured on that occasion. I 
know, aud remember too well, tho 
provocation your people had received, 
not from Canada, who did her best to 
fulfil her international obligations, but 
from tho aristocratic party and its 
organs in tho mother country. But I 
cannot help thinking that oven if ma- 
terial reparation for the injury done 
by the raids was out of tho question, a 
fow kind and courteous words by way 
of acknowledgement; would have been 
well bestowed ou the wounded feel- 
ings of Canada; that a wise diplomacy 
would have counselled that concession 
to international friendship aud that it 
would have involved nothing deroga- 
tory to the honor or self-respect of a 
great and powerful nation, There is 
now a question about a duty ou lob- 
ster cans, so trivial that probably few 
Americans over heard of it. Our lob- 
sters come in freo by treaty, but your 
Government wants to levy a duty ou 
the cans. For aught I know your 
Government may bo right ou tho lo- 
cal question. But is it worth while to 
press so trivial a legal claim at tho 
o.tpenso of appearing to tho Canadians 
to act towards them in a imrsh and 
ligitious spirit? Would not a sound 
diplomacy bo willing to throw in the 
cans? In your dealings with Canada, 
situated as sho is, there if>, I venture 
to think, a higher consideration for 
American statesmen than the assertion 
of more legal claims sometimes of 
trilling pecuniary value; thero is a 
great diplomatic object, an object of 
statesmanship in tho highest senso, 
which ought to bo constantly kept in 
view. I have always told my Cana- 
dian friends that in tho course of sev- 
eral years' residence in tho United 
Sfatos I never heard a single expres- 
sion of ill feeling against Canada; that 
you had not tho slightest desire, so fai- 
ns I could see, to encroach upon our 
national rights; that tho spirit of ag- 
gression had departed with slavery and 
tho hunger for territory which slavery 
engendered; that you wero too wise to 
annex and incorporate by forco four 
millions of unwilling citizons: that if 
you sometimes appeared to us litigious 
you woro also law-abiding, and thor- 
oughly averse to any thing liko vio- 
lence or rapine. But it is not of vio- 
lenco or rapine, or any ground of ap- 
prehending them that I speak. It is 
of wound? to national feeling, which 
it sooins to mo, in tho caso of Canada 
aro objects of statesmanship far trans- 
cending tho valuo of any number of lob- 
ster cans, I urgently counsel American 
statesman to avoid. You must not for- 
get that other influences are at work; 
that in England tho aristocracy has 
recovered its power; that it once more 
hopes to propagate its principles be- 
yond tho limits of the United King- 
dom; and that it operates through a 
hundred agencies ou colonial senti- 
ment. If you co-operate with it by 
estranging Canada, it may succeed iu 
training up on your northern border, a 
great community hostile in sentiment,! 
do not say to your institutions, but to 
tho groat organic principles of socioty 
in tho Now Win Id. 



MAOAULAY'S EGOTISM. • 

_ As a matter of fact', says "Bolgrn- 
via, ' Macauhiy's corrrespon donee and 
journals aro triumphs of self.and noth- 
ing olse. Perhaps no man over penn- 
ed so many letters or such copious re- 
cords of his daily doiugs, and had so 
little to say about his contemporaries. 
Hero and there wo find the mimes of 
tho distinguished people, who ho met 
habitually, introduced. Now and. again 
ho tolls us what wero his relations with 
Brougham, and how the ill feeling be- 
tween thorn arose.. But on tho wholo 
incredibly little is written which is not 
purely personal to tho writer. Mac- 
aulny's correspondence exhales tho 
spirit of solf-cousciousness and self- 
love at every turn. In each of his 
countless communications with Mae- 
vey Napier, editor of the Edinburgh 
"Review," in which he has occasion 
to allude to any contribution of -his 
own as in course of preparation, ho 
takes oare to say that ho believes it 
will bo "a hit," or "more than com- 
monly good ;" whilo in speakiug to a 
relative or friend of a number of the 
"Reviow'Vhioh happens to bo without 
an article from his pen, heiscareful to 
remark, 'I quite agreo with the publish- 
ers, the editor, aud the reading public 
generally, that the number would have 
been much better for an article of 
thirty or forty pages from the pen of 
a gentleman who shall bo nameless." 
It may not improperly be urged that 
such observation^ as the ;o are half playful 
and aro wholly private, aud that it i3 not 
fair to base upon them a ohargo of de- 
liberate egotism against Maeauhiy.But 
when wo find, as has been alreadv 
said, that ho ignores all persons, how- 
ever famous, with whom ho was not 
intimately associated; that ho only 
alludes twice to Dickens, whose 'Amer- 
ican Notes' he was asked and declined 
to review for the 'Edinburgh;' that ho 
merely mentions Bulwer to say that 
he has met him; that in tho rank aud 
lilo of his contemporaries in literature, 
society and politics he is almost entiro- 
ly silent, and yet that ho writes so vol- 
minously, and so minutely about him- 
self, his foeliugs aud his intontions — 
how is it possiblo to avoid feeling 
that an egotist iu tho ordinary sense 
of tho word is exactly what ..Macau lay 
was? This .is a charge which by no 
means implies that of an arrogant self- 
conceit. Macaulay, of course, knew 
his own value, but he was ontiroly 
free from that sort of egotism which 
could be stigmatised as dictatorial or 
contemptuous.
